Tlic ctilt fairly flew over 
tile around and liefore half of tlie iourney was tra 
vcrsi-d his streniHinsly luirsuina OHsments l>eaan to 
xiiow siaus of lea-weariness, and in at least the two 
3ustanet*s of Far W«'st and Tony Itonero. ah.indoned 
liie nnrsnit. From the Ipeainnlna of tlie stretch turn 
until the tinisli line was nassi-d. Firestom-’s iwkey 
wax linsilv enaaaed in aiternatelv tnaaina at tne 
liiM's and ](H>kina hai-k at the strivina horses and 
riders in his rear. For tlie citimiv track conditions 
everywhere and tin* nartii-nlarly diflieiilt aidna next 
the inner rail, which enforced riinnina far out in tlie 
middle of the track, as well as for the suiirenie 
east' ill wliicli he won. Firestone's nehievement tisl.iv 
deserves to rank with tlie Is'st of the meetina. The 
lime of the race, in view of the nirfavorahle state 
of the course followina tlie heavy rains of tlie tiiaiil 
■liefore. seemed also nniH'lievahle. and itK-key Butler 
was hardly aide to credit it.
